Gentlemen , 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition,  and  Health  of 
the  Kingswood  Urban  District. 

The  Kingswood  District  comprises  an  area  of  1,555 
acres  , with  an  estimated  population  of  13,961,  the  main 
portion  of  which  lies  high  above  sea  level,  and  this  fact 
greatly  conduces  to  the  general  good  health  of  the  inhabi- 
tants and  their  comparative  security  from  the  more  severe 
forms  of  epidemic  disease. 

General  The  chief  occupation  of  the  Inhabitants  has  not 

Health . 

changed  in  recent  years  , no  new  industries  having  been 
started  in  the  District.  A good  proportion  of  the  workers 
follow  their  occupation  at  their  homes  and  I am  pleased  to 
say  that  with  the  various  Sanitary  improvements  in  the 
District , they  are  now  working  under  considerably  healthier 
conditions  and  are  becoming  more  appreciative  every  day 
to  the  advantages  of  good  hygienic  surroundings. 

The  Health  of  the  District  during  the  year  has  been 
exceedingly  good  and  compares  most  favourably  with  other 
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populous  manufacturing  districts  and  with  those  which  have 
greater  advantages  than  we  possess.  The  Death  rate  has 
been  10*6  per  1000  compared  with  the  average  for  the  last 
ten  years  which  was  13*5  per  1000  and  is  the  lowest  , with 
the  exception  of  1904,  in  that  period. 

No  epidemic  disease  in  a severe  form  has  visited  us 
during  the  year. 

Sewage  & The  Conham  section  v/hich  is  practically  completed 

Drainage . 

has  had  173  connections  made,  since  my  last  report,  making 
a total  of  773  which  as  well  as  house  connections  includes 
several  Factories  and  Workshops  thus  effecting  the  abate- 
ment of  many  long  standing  nuisances;  and  when  the  exten- 
sion of  the  sewer  is  made  in  Hanham  Street  as  mentioned 
in  my  last  Annual  report  this  will  obviate  the  present 
nuisance . 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  relative  to  the 
obnoxious  smells  arising  from  the  perforated  manhole 
covers  in  the  middle  of  the  roads,  in  many  places  where 
such  nuisances  were  complained  of  solid  covers  have  been 
substituted  for  the  then  existing  perforated  ones; 
although  the.se  measures  have  been  taken  the  evil  will  not 
be  overcome  until  the  flushing  tanks  have  been  connected 
to  the  sewers  and  ventilating  shafts  erected  as  previously 
suggested. 

The  Warmley  Section  which  was  previously  intended  to 
be  carried  out  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £17,500  has  since 
been  abandoned  with  the  hope  of  carrying  out  a minimum 
scheme  which  will  include  the  acquiring  of  land  for  out- 
fall works  and  erection  of  same  on  the  same  3ite  as  was 
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formerly  proposed,  namely  about  a quarter  of  a mile  out- 
side the  boundary  of  our  District  near  the  Warmley  'lower 
Pond  in  the  Warmley  rural  area,  in  the  proposed  scheme  it 
is  suggested  to  take  in  only  the  larger  Sewers,  the 
tributory  sewers  will  be  subsequently  added  to  these  and 
when  completed  will  serve  the  district  well  and  prevent 
any  further  complaints  of  inability  to  abate  nuisances. 

Scavenging.  As  regards  removal  of  House  refuse  no  addition  ha3 

been  made  to  the  arrangements  since  my  last  report. 

Water  Supply.  The  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Go.  Supply  has  been 
adequate  throughout  the  whole  year  with  the  exception  of 
about  two  weeks  in  October  la3t , when  owing  to  the  break- 
down of  the  pumping  machinery  at  the  source  at  Frampton 
Cotterell,  the  higher  part3  of  the  District  were  almost 
entirely  deprived  of  a sufficient  supply;  this  difficulty 
will  be  obviated  in  the  future  as  the  Water  Company  have 
acquired  a new  source  of  supply  at  Cowhorn  Hill  , to  this 
supply  has  been  appended  the  best  up  to  date  filtering 
apparatus;  it  should  be  added  that  since  the  addition  of 
a similar  batting  of  these  Candy  patent  filters  at  Frampton 
Cotterell  the  continued  complaints  concerning  the  un- 
pleasant discolouration  of  the  7/ater  have  entirely  ceased. 

During  the  year  15  houses  have  been  connected. 

Housing  and  Nine  new  houses  have  been  built:  the  supervisions  of 

Overcrowding .

after  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  Dairies 

and  Cowsheds  during  the  past  year  and, as  far  as  possible, 

a strict  supervision  kept  over  them  to  see  that  they  are 

kept  in  a cleanly  condition  also  in  the  process  of  milking 

Pood . 

No  sample  of  food  has  been  submitted  to  me  for 

analysis . 

Mortality. 

The  gross  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  causes 

In  the  District  and  those  occurring  in  Institutions  outside 

the  District  which  were  removed  there  was  145,  and  the  nett 

number  occurring  in  the  District  from  all  causes  was  138, 

these,  estimating  the  population  at  12,961,  give  a gross 

rate  of  11  per  1000  and  a nett  rate  of  10*6  per  10C0.  The 

nett  number  of  Births  over  Deaths  is  218.  The  death  rate 

is  the  lowest  for  any  one  year  since  1891,  which  is  the 

first  record  I can  find,  unless  1904  when  the  death  rate 

was  phenomenal,  namely  10*2  per  1000.  The  average  death 

rate  during  the  years  1896  to  1905  both  inclusive  was  13  °5 

per  1000. 

Infantile

The  number  of  deaths  under  1 year  was  34,  this  gives 

an  infantile  mortality  of  95*2  per  1000  births  registered, 

and  an  average  rate  of  129.2  during  the  past  ten  years  ; 

these  figures  are  very  satisfactory  and  speak  for  them- 
selves . 

Births . 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year 
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was  356  which  gives  a birth  rate  of  27*4  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population,  and  an  average  rate  of  30*4  per  1000 
during  the  past  ten  years. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  requiring  NOTIFICATION. 


The  number  of  Infectious  cases  reported  during  the 
year  wa3  28,  this  number  is  less  than  any  year  since  1898, 
Of  the  28  notified,  20  were  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
and  Membranous  Croup  numbered  3,  Erysipelas  3,  Enteric 
Fever  l>and  Puerperal  Fever  1;  of  this  number  one  case 
ended  fatally  and  that  was  the  Enteric  Fever  case. 

Scarlet  Fever.  In  July  last  there  was  an  outbreak  of  this  disease 

?/hich  wa3  confined  solely  to  children  living  in  the  Hanharn 
portion  of  the  District;  I was  able  to  trace  its  origin 
to  a case  which  occurred  outside  the  District  but  which 
the  parents  of  the  child  had  not  observed,  and  the  child 
continued  attending  school  until  desquamation  had  set  in; 
there  were  consequently  14  cases  owing  to  this.  All  the 
children  which  were  affected  attended  the  Jefferies' 

Hill  Schools,  the  cases  were  of  an  exceedingly  mild  type 
and  were  extremely  liable  to  pass  un-noticed  by  the  parents 
on  being  notified  of  the  outbreak,  in  company  with  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  I visited  the  schools  and  examined  all 
the  children  in  the  school  individually  and  found  a few 
suspicious  cases  which  I kept  under  observation.  In 
consequence  of  this  outbreak  I deemed  it  advisable  to 
close  the  schools  for  a period  of  six  weeks;  these  measures 
proved  effectual  in  stopping  the  spread  of  epidemic. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  3tate  that  no  case  of  this 
Disease  proved  fatal;  the  number  notified  for  the  year  was 
20.

One  case  occurred  in  Lower  Soundwell  of  an  itinerant 
character,  the  source  of  which  could  not  be  traced ; this 
is  the  only  case  of  infectious  notifiable  disease  which 
proved  fatal.

Puerperal  Fever  One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified.  The  almost

septicaemia,  entire  absence  of  this  disease  is  greatly  due  to  the 

more  intelligent  nursing  which  nowprevails  , combined  with 
greater  care  and  cleanliness  which  is  now  exercised  in 
lying-in  rooms.

Measles.  This  Disease  which  is  not  in  the  list  of  Infectious 

Diseases  requiring  notification,  caused  4 deaths,  all  being 
under  5 years  of  age.  Although  there  were  many  cases  they 
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were  not  of  such  a virulent  type  or  attended  with  compli- 


cations  of  the  respiratory  organs,  as  In  the  previous 

year  when  17  deaths  were  recorded.

I would  recommend  again  that  the  system  of  voluntary 

notification  of  this  disease  be  adopted  in  this  District 

as  it  admits  of  no  doubt  that  the  fumigation  of  infected 

houses  has  proved  an  efficient  preventative  of  the 

spread  of  this  dreaded  disease.

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INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT . 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

As  the  report  of  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  covers  almost  entirely  the  work  done  in  my  department 
during  1906,  including  to  a large  extent  the  classified  summary 
which  I submitted  to  you  last  year,  I can  only  supplement  the 
particulars  contained  in  that  report  -with  the  following  obser- 
vations . 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  number  of 
Infectious  cases  notified  in  1906  was  only  28  as  against  36 
in  1905,  and  77  in  1904,  and  247  in  1903. 

The  progress  of  "House" connections  to  the  Public  Sewers 
are  being  made  very  satisfactorily  with  the  resultant  advan- 
tages that  many  nuisances  of  long  standing  have  been  effectually 
abated . 

Obviously  the  Inhabitants  of  the  district  are  becoming 
more  conversant  with  the  advantages  gained  by  connection  to 
the  sewers,  and  little  trouble  is  experienced  when  notices 
are  served  for  this  purpose,  yet  come  owners  have  "held"  out 
to  the  last,  as  it  were,  and  in  one  case  it  was  necessary  to 
obtain  your  permission  to  prosecute.  The  work,  however,  was 
completed  before  the  "hearing"  and  a conviction  thus  averted.
